Double Patenting 

The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. See In re Goodman, 1 1 
F.3d 1046, 29 USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Long!, 759 F.2d 887, 225 
USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir. 1985); in re Van Ornum, 686 F.2d 937, 214 USPQ 761 (CCPA 
1982); In re Vogel, 422 F.2d 438, 164 USPQ 619 (CCPA 1970);and, In re Thorington, 
418 F.2d 528, 163 USPQ 644 (CCPA 1969). 

A timely filed terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .321 (c) may be 
used to overcome an actual or provisional rejection based on a nonstatutory double 
patenting ground provided the conflicting application or patent is shown to be commonly 
owned with this application.

Claims 1-19 are rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of U.S. Patent No. 
6,663,627. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably 
distinct from each other because only minor differences exist between the instant 
application claims and the patented claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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The prior art discloses several means of active feedback, including impedance 
and temperature feedback, wherein active measurement signals are used to control the 
output of an ablation generator (as is generally known in the art). Swanson et al 
(6,183,468) disclose the use of an EKG measurement means to determine if ablation 
depth is sufficient during an ablation procedure. This measurement is made after an 
ablation cycle is completed, then further ablation is provided if necessary. There is no 
control circuitry connected to the ablation generator and the electrogram measuring 
means to afford instant feedback to the generator based on measured electrogram 
signals. Various other prior art systems (e.g. Desai et al .5,215,103) teach the use of 
EKG signals to map tissue and provide indication of the tissue in need of ablation. 
Again, there is no control circuitry means connected between the ablation generator and 
the EKG measurement means to provide direct feedback to the generator based on the 
measured electrogram signals. Similarly, Cosman (5,233,515) disclose that EKG 
signals may be displayed and also indicate that a change in the EKG signal may 
indicate lesion progression, but fails to teach the control circuitry to control the ablation 
generator in response to the EKG signal. With regard to the method claims, the prior art 
fails to disclose the step of monitoring electrogram amplitude of tissue while applying 
ablation energy, and controlling (i.e. terminating) application of ablation energy 
responsive to an output of the electrogram amplitude.
